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STATISTICS 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1963  was  6020.  In  1930  it 
was  6070.  The  natural  increase,  i.e,,  the  figure  which  the 
number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths,  was  20.

The  highest  number  of  births  recorded  since  1950  was  102  in  1954 
and  the  lowest  was  76  in  I960,  The  live  birth  rate  per  1000  of 
population  for  Monmouthshire  was  18.94. 

The  Registrar  General  arranged  to  supply  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
with  details  of  transferable  stillbirths  (inward  and  outward) 
registered  on  and  after  1st  January,  1963.  There  was  only  one

GENERAL 


EPIDEMIOLOGY 


DIPHTHERIA 

For  twelvo  consecutive  years,  no  cases  have  been 
notified . 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATIONS 

During  the  year  92  children  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  Of  this  number  16  were  babies  born  in 
1962  and  21  were  babies  born  in  1963. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  1963i  so  it  was 
not  necessary  to  suspend  immunisations. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  were  notified. 

During  the  last  eleven  years  only  two  cases  have  been 
notified  and  these . occurred  in  1955  and  1957. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Mobile  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
visited  the  Rural  District  offering  vaccination. 

FOOD  POISONING 

As  in  1962,  no  cases  were  notified, 

DYSENTERY 

No  cases  were  notified. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  only  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  was  a 
female,  age  73  years.  In  1957  six  cases  were 
notified.

WATER 

There  was  no  acute  shortage  of  water  in  the  year  under  review  on 
Private  Supplies  or  on  Main  Supplies.

Plumbo  Solvency  The  waters  generally  are  not  liable  to  plunbo 

solvent  action.  The  exception  is  gravitation  supply  at  Llandogo 
on  which  the  Council  have  power  under  byelaws  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  lead  pipe  on  drinking  supplies  . 

With  completion  of  Trelleck  Water  Supply  Scheme  including  supply 
to  parts  of  northern  area,  the  following  premises  are  now  supplied 
from  public  water  mains,  direct  to  houses 
Dwellings  - 1076 

Meter  Supplies  - 270 

Total  1,3 46  and  an  approximate  73  Million 

Gallons  were  supplied  to  Consumers. 

Just  over  50%  of  the  Rural  District  properties  are  still  without 
a Mains  Supply  of  water,  and  this  situation  will  apply  until 
the  advent  of  the  Northern  Area  Scheme. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution  is  slight  in  this  District. 

Closet  Accommodation  Except  Raglan  and  Llandogo,  closets  are  mainly 
on  the  Conservancy  System.  The  area  is  not  populous  or  closely 
built.  Conversions  to  Water  Closets  were  effected  during  the  year 
on  private  premises,  by  the  use  of  septic  tank  disposal. 

Raglan  Existing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably 
adequate  but  does  not  provide  for  further  development  and  a scheme 
for  enlargement  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Consulting  Engineers, 

Smoke  Abatement  No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  smoke  abatement. 

Rag  Flock  & Other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951 

There  are  no  registered  premises  in  the  area . 

Public  Cleansing  House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  Raglan 
Village  and  monthly  in  remainder  of  the  area.  (By  Contract) 
Disposal  is  by  tipping  into  disused  quarries.  There  is  no  staff 
available  to  effect  ’Controlled  Tipping1  - tips  are  isolated. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools  There  are  no  Public  Baths  in  the  area  and 
no  privately  owned  baths  open  to  the  Public. 

Infes ta t ion  Premises  are  generally  free  from  Verminous  Infestation, 

Two  calls  were  made  on  the  department's  services  and  fumigations 
arranged .

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops 
Act  1950  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and 
sanitary  conveniences.

SCHOOLS 

Routine  inspections  of  Schools  have  been  regularly  carried 
out.  The  majority  of  Schools  in  the  area  are  now 
connected  to  a piped  water  supply  but  have  no  proper  Sewage 
Disposal  Systems,  Schemes  are  in  progress  for  improvement 
by  County  Council.  Little  progress  was  made  during  the 
current  year, 

CAMPING  SITES 

Three  Sites  were  used  for  camping  during  the  year. 

Estimated  Number  of  Campers  resident  in  the  area  at  one 
time  during  19o3  = 200,  The  Camps  were  ma  nly  of  short 
duration  for  periods  of  ^\b  days  and  consisting  mainly  of 
scout  troups  and  girl  guides.

THE  NEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS  1963 

On  the  1st  October  1963  the  new  Meat  Inspection  regulations 
came  into  force  replacing  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations 
of  192^+,  Two  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  operate  within 
the  Council's  Area,  Extremely  high  standards  are  maintained 
by  the  licencees  and  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  was  carried 
out  for  the  first  3 months  that  the  Regulations  have  been  in 
being.  It  will  not  be  for  another  12  months  that  the  full 
effect  of  maintaining  100%  inspection  will  be  felt.  The 
Monmouth  Borough  Health  Inspector  has  been  appointed  the  official 
deputy  Meat  Inspector  for  the  area,  with  calls  being  made  on 
Local  Vetinary  Officers  in  cases  v/hen  both  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  not  available.
